In open fireplaces where a steady 
heat and not a crackling blase is 
wanted the old-fashioned bog blocks 
have merits not to be found in the best 
wallsends. They are cheaper, heaithier 
and give less trouble. This does not 
mean that you can shut up your coal 
cellar, throw away your scuttle and 
boycott the coal merchant. The Dur- 
ham and South Wales coal kings are 
still going to have dominion over us, 
but a timely use of peat may materially 
lessen the coming winter’s coal bills. 
Unfortunately the owners and 
peat merchants have missed a great 
opportunity. Enormous deposits are 
available, especially in the north and 
in Ireland, deposits that only want dig- 
ging and drying to make the finest 
fuel. But they must be dug and dried 
in the early summer. Autumn will soon

Birmingham Musical Festival. 
The Triennial Musical Festival at 
Birmingham, England, is to be held 
this month. Mme. Albani and Mr.

Those 
who perchance unfavorably compare 
our Ame n musical festivals with 
those of England, should bear in mind 
some of the advantages enjoyed by the 
lish festival choir over our own,

LEAGUE ISLAND’S NEW CRANE. 


{Philadelphia North American: ] One 
of the most important appropriations 
made by the last Congress for the im- 
provement of League Island navy yard 
was that of $50,000 for the erection of a 
locomotive jib crane. This valuable 
mechanical device, which has been in 
the course of construction for the last 
four months, will arrive at the yard 
within a few weeks, 

The practical value of this style of 
crane has been demonstrated at the 
Mare Isiand and Port Royal naval sta- 
tions. The crane is placed on a loco- 
motive, and can be moved from one 
dry dock to another, or to any part of 
the yard in which ordinary railroad 
tracks can be laid. Its carrying ca- 
pacity is forty tons, an unusually large 
amount. since it has no permanent 
foundations. According to atatistics 
furnished in advance by the American 
Holst and Derrick Company of St. 
Paul, where the locomotive crane is be- 
ing bullt, it can reach a carrying speed 
4 feet a minute, while fully 


The greatest mechanical triumph of 
the machine, however, is that it ls op- 
erated by only one man, and by an in- 
genious grouping of throttles, brakes 
and steering apparatus, he can run the 
engine, move and steer the crane, grap- 
ple the object to be conveyed, and 
finally unload it at the desired place 
without leaving his seat.

THE GOTHMANN GUN. 
[Washington Correspondence New 
York Tribune:] The Bethlehem 
Iron Company has now com- 
pleted the construction of the great 
18-inch Gathmann torpedo gun, which 
was ordered by the War Department 
tome months ago, and, according to 
the contract with the Gathmann Gun 
Company, if the tests to be made at 
Sandy Hook this fall prove as success- 
ful as previous exhibitions at the gov- 
ernment proving grounds at Indian 
Head and at Bethlehem, within the 
next year the United States coast de- 
tense will be supplied with a a 
powerful artillery weapon than in 
use at the present time by any of the 

great powers of the world. ; 

The object of the inventor in design- 
ing the gun was to enable the firiag 
of shelis containing h explosives 
which are effective on impact and 
proof against premature disaster. The 
shell used by the Gathmann system is 
constructed on a plan similar to that 
on which the Washington Monument 
was built. Starting at the base of the 
shell with 100 per cent. of strain pres- 
sure, it gradually decreases until at 
the extreme end of its nose the pres- 
sure is sero. Thus the walls of the 
Gathmann torpedo shell support their 
own weight only, and there is no un- 
necessary pressure at the shell’s base, 
When constructed in this manner, it 
is charged with 600 pounds of wet gun 
cotton, which is a more powerful ex- 
peeetve than dynamite. Its total weight 
s then 2000 pounds. 

The gun is 4 feet in length and 
weighs 59 tons, no more than a nev’ 
type 12-inch. It has been constructe !

Our practice has been to spell the 
name of China's northern capital Pe- 
kin, but in reply to a letter of inquiry 
‘Chinese Minister Wu at Washington 
declares for Peking as the preferable 
English orthography. The United 
States Board on Geographical Names 
in its report published last May spelled 
the name Pekin, parenthetically pro- 
}nouncing against a final g.“ Possibly 
Minister Wu, despite his knowledge of 
English, has still the oriental fondness 
for the nasal ng.“ which appears 80 
frequently as the favorite terminology 
in the names of Chinese cities. 

It is stated that nearly or quite all 
of the armor and projectiles used 
against the Spaniards at Santiago were 
made from ores mined either in Spain 
or Cuba. The fine ores at Sant‘ago 
have been ly employed by our 
steel manufacturers in tlhe production 
of armor plates and in the manufac- 
ture of projectiles for use in the high- 
power guns of the navy, and the valu- 
‘able mines of Bilboa in Spain have 
been the source of thou s of tons 
of ore brought to the United States for 
transformation into ship plates. armor 
and guns. This Bilboa ore is 

as among the best in the world for the 
manufacture of steel, the percentage of 
impurities contained being so slight as 
to reduce the test of working it to a 
minimum. 

There is much complaint among the 
members of the Marine Corps against 
the order of the Navy Department pro- 
hibiting the sale of beer to the enlisted 
men of the corps. It ise ciatmed that 
the same rules in this respect which 
apply to the army shoulc ve applied to 
the Marine Corps. Of course, the ob- 
jections raised to the sale of beer at 
the canteens of the Marine Corps are 
brought forward as in tne case of the 
army.

Officers of the corps 
claim that if the sale of beer was al- 
lowed in the canteens that much 
drunkenness would be avoided, and 
that the neighborhood of the barracks 
would be greatly benefited. 

The Havana Post has this to say of 
Gen. Wood's views on troops in Cuba:

Gen. William Ludlow, who is now in- 
Vestigating the military systems of Eu- 
rope, will make an official report to 
the War Department some time before 
Congress meets. The report is awaited 
with much anticipation by army offi- 
cers. Up to the present time the gen- 
eral has investigated the general staff, 
the Ministry of War, the War Acad- 
emy, the infanccy, the sharpshooting 
school, a school for loned 
officers, a cadet school and a number 
of barracks, all in Germany. The gov- 
ernment of that country has granted 
his every request, and Gens. Ven Gos- 
mer and Butte and Count Von Goetzen 
have been particularly courteous to 
him. In a recently-published inter- 
view he says that he has been im- 
pressed by the thoroughness of detail 
with which each Ge n officer is able 
to translate theory into practice. He 
suggests that many of the features of 
the German general staff may be 
adopted in a similar organization 
which he will urge for’ the United 
States. 

The naval hospital at Yokohama 
been pressed to its full capacity since 
the beginning of the Chinese difficulty, 
and i is understood that an enjarge- 
ment of this excellent institution will 
be included in the recommendations 
of the Surgeon-General of the navy in 
his forthcoming annual report. e 
urgency of the necessity tan be under- 
stood when it is known that the alter- 
native is a long and tedrous voyage to 
Mare Island, Cal. In various ways 
the naval power of this country is tak- 
ing on many of the Old World char- 
acteristics, and in none is this more 
marked than in the need for coali 
and hospital facilities tm portions o 
the world hitherto unvisited by our 
war ships. Fortunately our naval au- 
thorities are awake to the needs of the 
service, and it will lie with the law- 
makers of Congress to say whether we 
shall be fitted in all departments for 
an exhibition of our world-wide ability 
or the reverse. It woule be understod 
that a navy without the appliances re- 

ulred for its efficiency has no reason 

or its existence.
